Non-nuclear blasts 

FAE’s arc "pure blast weapons" which inflict damage by shock- 
waves of extreme intensity rather than wounding with flying shrapnel 
or by fragmentation bombs. 

What is special about the weapon is that the vapour cloud seeps over 
an entire area before it is chemically ignited, the explosion creating a 
compression wave that destroys almost everything in its path. 

“Thebasic principle consists of creating an aerosol cloud of a fuel air 
mixture which is then detonated to achieve an explosive effect as com- 
pared with the fire effect of napalm,” said ./one's Weapons Systems in 
1980. 

They are also more powerful than conventional explosives. Tom 
Gervasi wrote in Arsenal of Democracy 1977, “(They] produce an ex- 
plosion the size and intensity of which observers hvc described as the 
closest thing to a nuclear bomb." 

Condemned by the internationally rcknowned Stockholm Peace and 
Research Institute as “inhumane and indiscriminate weapons,” FAE’s, 
used by theU.S.in Vietnam, arc the pinnacle of non-nuclear weaponry. 

Canada has signed agreements which oppose the development, 
testing and deployment of chemical weapons. Canada voted in favour 
of UN resolution GA/32/84B which binds states to refrain from re- 
search into chemical weapons of mass destruction. 

Widespread use of FAE’s today is prevented by difficulties control- 
ling the ignition of volatile fuel air clouds, the area Lee and Knystaulus 
\spccializc in. Recent experiments test ignition with lasers. 



bomb from stuff they find in the 
library," she said. 

Ina 1982 paperabout detonation 
of fuel air explosive clouds, Lee 
and Knystautas, along with two 
DRES scientists and two research- 
ers from Norway, conclude “these 
data are...of practical interest for 
accidental explosions and military 
applications." 

Many of McGill’s contracts 
with the DND are classified. The 
Mirror obtained heavily consorcd 
copies through the Access to In- 
formation Act. 

“Research results arc classified 
for two or three reasons,” said DND 
Information Officer Brian Laidlaw. 

“If the information is evaluated 
advantageous or disadvantageous 
in its effect on the armed forces, you 
don’t want your enemies knowing 
you have a weak spot,” said Laid- 
law. “You keep it classified." 

"If it is proprietary information 
going through a patenting process, 
it is withheld until the patent is in 
place," he added. 

Still up to the same tiling? 

Lee and Knystautas are cur- 
rently engaged in a SI 56 243 DND 



contract to “Assess the Effects of 
Fuel Air Explosions,” 

Laidlaw says he can’t say what 
the contract is about, but he does 
know it terminates in September 
and will not be renewed. 

“It’s impossible to tell what it’s 
about, but you can speculate. I 
would say they arc creating small 
scale models for practical 
fieldwork experiments at Suffield," 
said Kalcr. 

Lee and Knystautas arc also 
working on a $222 142 DND con- 
tract McGill’s Board of Governor’s 
approved in May 1987 to do a 
“Photographic Study of Mecha- 
nisms in Transition.” 

“This contract is to develop 
some instrumentation fora lab here 
on site. The idea is that we’ll re- 
search some of these things inter- 
nally,” said Laidlaw. 

The contract, according to Laid- 
law, doesn’t terminate for at least a 
couple of years. At this point, “we 
may need to amend it for another 
six months," he said. 

“If they want to continue [con- 
tracts to research FAEs] they’ll 
probably gel these guys. They’re 
the experts in the field," said Ma- 
chlachlan. 



Course evaluations go public

Next year’s Arts and Science 
students will know what they’re 
getting into before they commit 
themselves to a course. A book 
compiling the results of Arts and 
Science Undergraduate Society 
coursccvalualions will be available 
in lime for next year’s Drop/ Add. 

The $15 000 book will contain 
class averages, course content, and 
instructors ratings. 

Boal estimated 50 percent of 
Arts and Science students com- 
pleted evaluation forms. 

Nancy Vineberg, Department of 
English Students’ Association 
(DES A) president, said, “I myself 
have some reservations about the 
evaluation forms themselves. 



“I don’ t think five questions will 
do it, it’s pretty short to describe a 
course." 

Boal maintained that limiting 
the evaluations to five questions is 
necessary to make tire book under- 
standable. 

VP Arts Alexa Nick said, 
“[Former] Dean of Arts Richard 
Salisbury suggested we don’t pass 
out course evaluation forms at all 
this year.” 

“The main problem was that 
teachers were not willing to distrib- 
ute die forms in class because they 
just thought it was a pain," said 
Nick. 

ASUS reps handed out evalu- 
ation forms themselves. 

“Professors figure they have 
their own departmental evaluations 



so if they fill out ours they have to 
do it twice,” she said. Departmental 
evaluations arc not available to 
students. 

Vineberg said, “Professors were 
anxious about the way the informa- 
tion will be compiled. If it’s quali- 
tative, students are more inclined to 
respond they arc dissatisfied than 
satisfied." 

“Some professors arc insecure 
about being evaluated, ’’ said Boal, 
“But I’m not saying that it’s a large 
proportion. Some don’t like the 
lime it takes away from class. Some 
may fear that it might be used to 
evaluate them by the department." 

The bulk of the problems, said 
Vineberg, were with the bigger 
departments like Political Science 
and Economics since it is more 



difficult to distribute die forms effi- 
ciently. 

The evaluation forms missed 
some of the smallcrclasses. “I don’ t 
know if there will be omissions in 
the book. But required courses will 
for sure be in the book," said Nick. 

Students could fill out more than 
one form for each course. “That’s 
something we worried about,” said 
Boal, "but a lot of people wouldn’t 
do that. Hopefully if it happens the 
editor will nodcc." 

The ASUS survey asked five 
general questions and allowed four 
degrees of response, ranging from 
"poor" to “excellent," or “not very 
difficult” to “very difficult,” 

A person to coordinate the mate- 
rial will be hired for the summer. 
The salary is undetermined. 



Along with the DND contracts 
the two professors arc under con- 
tract to study Transition and Trans- 
mission of Detonation in Fuel Air 
Clouds, the Influence of Turbu- 
lence on Dust Air Explosions, and 
Fundamental Problems in Com- 
bustion and Explosion. Funding 
comes from the Natural Sciences 
and Energy Research Council, and 
Energy, Mines, and Resources. 

Military research on campus 

Professors have been required 
since May to filloutapproval forms 
if doing military research on cam- 
pus, saying whether in their opin- 
ion, “any negative or untoward 
consequences will result" 

“Both professors Lee and Knys- 
tautas said they were not aware of 
any ill effects, they both wrote that 
to me, and I have all the documents 
here in my files," said Machla- 
chlan. 

“If they were doing [harmful 
research] and they said ‘no’ on the 
forms, they would be committing a 
felony. In the real world they’d get 
thrown in jail,” he said. 

McGill’s approval regulations 
arc not retroactive. If Knystautas 
and Lee were engaged in weapons 
research at McGill before May, the 
university cannot take any action 
against them. And since both cur- 
rent DND contracts were signed 
before the regulations were passed, 
they also arc exempt. 

“We can’t do anything,” said 
Machlachlan. “There were no pro- 
hibitions against military re- 
search." 

Military research regulations 
leave Machlachlan, who signs 
every contract over $50 000, to 
decide whatkindof research ^“un- 
acceptable." 

“At least they’ve introduced the 
principle of social responsibility, 
which they never would have ad- 
mitted a year ago,” said Kalcr, “but 
there is no mechanism for review. 

"Nobody sees those approval 
forms," she said. ‘They arc not 
accessible, so it doesn’t make 
people accountable."

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City to review riot squads

Police brutality has been on the 
rise in the past year in Montréal. 
Most of it has been at the hands of 
the riot squad, according to many 
demonstrators. 

According to Patrice Legendre 
of l’Union (formerly SCRAP-Para- 
dis), “when a group regularly has 
demonstrations, the riot squad is 
sent Resorting to force is an exag- 
gerated means for dealing with our 
small groups in Québec, groups 
which arc in fact legitimate. 

"The police arc developing their 
repressive, anti-democratic side. 
They don’t want to allow social 
movements any space to develop," 
he said. 

Police will be reporting to die 
MCM council on March 2 on the 
matter of riot squads. City Council- 
lor Marvin Rotrand said, “There 
seems to be no general policy for 
riot squads." 

In June 1988, Mireille Odette, a 
former resident of the Overdale 
apartments, was abused by riot 
police when Overdale residents were 
forcibly evicted. “Instead of taking 
us away, the riot squad charged in 
‘en lough’, swinging their batons at 
the youths’ ribs, heads, faces and 
backs," she said. 

“When I tried to get up, they hit 
me again. I tried to put myself into 
a ball, but they managed to put in a 
few good blows before dragging 
me away by tire hands and feet. At 
station 25, when they searched me, 
there were seven officers, all of 
them male," she added. 

When the prosecutor saw 
Odette’s medical report, charges 
filed against her by the police were 
dropped. She took two weeks to 
fully recover from the incident 

Sergeant Landry, a member of 
the tactical squad, agreed that the 
squad is called in too early and loo 
often, but claimed this is due to a 
lack of personnel on the force. 

“Instead of intervening as lire 
last solution, we come sooner. In 
fact, 70 per cent of our work now is 
‘operational back-up’. That is, we 
comcinwitholhcrpoliccrightaway, 
or we go in their place,” he said. 

"If the adversary, the ‘clients,’ 
arc nice and peaceful, then so arc 
we. When they become violent, we 
respond in kind.” 

But according to Odette “They 
do it by provocation. They want to 
justify their presence and thus cre- 
ate a violent environment." 

Rotrand denied Landry’s claim 
that the increase in the use of the riot 
squad is due to a lack of personnel 
on the police force. “I just don’t buy 
this claim that there aren’t enough 
officers. We have the same number 
per capita as Toronto. We need 
fewer, it just needs to be belter 
organise." 

The madness in the method 

The riot squad intimidates many 
people, preventing them from tak- 
ing action or resisting. “After the 
first time, people generally give up. 
Those who arc experienced arc re- 



inforced in their struggle, but for 
those just starting, its impressive 
and demobilising,” said Odette 

According to Legendre, ‘The 
main objective of die riot squad is to 
impress them with their violence. 
Even if it is the police who arc 
violent, be it the riot squad or regu- 
lar officers in riot gear, dicy take the 
demonstrators to court." 

While Landry admittcdlhc squad 
members arc trained much like sol- 
diers, he denied the squad swings 
the baton very often. “Our training 
consists first of a general physical 
one and then of ‘ professional move- 
ments or tactics.’ It’s rare that we 
strike people. We push people 
mostly." 

In fact, the sergeant said regular 
officers arc more violent, as they do 
not receive die special riot control 
training that members of die squad 
do. From 1969 to 1972, all police 
were instructed in non-violent crowd 
control methods. Landry said thp 
police force is going to bring back 
this program for all the officers. 

Charles Benoit of AGEUQAM 
disagreed. “The police threaten a 
lot, both verbally and with gestures, 
but the riot-squad is extremely vio- 
lent." 

Squashing flies with elephants 

Rotrand compared recent eases 
of ‘crowd control’ to point out dis- 
crcpcncy in the forces used. 

“Take Stanley Cup versus Over- 
dale," he said, referring to the 1986 
riot during the Stanley Cup and die 
forced eviction of Overdale tenants. 
Both instances saw the riot squad 
called in. “The latter was like using 
an elephant to squash a fly,” said 
Rotrand. 

“Or take die ease when handi- 
capped protestors demonstrated (last 
October) in the metro. In Longucil, 
they sent in four regular officers. In 
Montréal, dicy sent in the riot 
squad," he said. 

“I justdon’t understand why they 
call in the riot squad at all in such 
eases. Maybe it’s just easier to call 
them in than to go through regular 
procedures," he said. 

Lisa Jensen of Overdale said, “It 
would be intcrcsdng to know where 
they were during the Stanley Cup 
riot in 1986. They certainly weren’t 
appropriate on my quiet street It 
was surrealistic." 

Landry denied at first that the 
riot squad was present at Overdale, 
then rcluctandy admitted they might 
have been present on being told that 
their black helmets were quite obvi- 
ous in a documentary made of the 
event 

In the video film produced by 
Robert Craig and Vidcographc, it is 
cvidcntthcsquadmcmbcrsdidmorc 
than merely control the situation. 
Kicking, rabbit punches with ba- 
tons, and actual weapon swinging 
occurred. 

The crowd at the Overdale 
demonstration shouted "fascists"as 
die riot squad moved in. 

“Words, they don’t bother me a 
bit,” said Landry. "People will say 
any tiling. I work to protect people’s 






lives and property." 

Asked if he was ever disturbed 
by the actions of the squad, Landry 
said “only before or after, but never 
during. We forget all thaL WeeanT 
allow ourselves to be sentimental, 
to judge things. We have debrief- 
ings, but we don’t discuss things 



among ourselves." 

Benoit cited the demonstration 
outside the Liberal Party meeting at 
the Hôtel Méridien. “It was a mas- 
sacre. It was tragic to see people 
beaten and broken by the riot squad ,” 
he said. ‘They charged into us. We 
were surrounded completely and 



they were hitting us. It was very, 
very traumatic.” 

Why arc we seeing the riot squad 
more and more often in Montréal? 
According to Benoit, "One of the 
reasons is that there arc certain 
contradictions in society. While we 
arc in a period of economic boom, 
the government introduces auster- 
ity measures." 

"It is die last way out, the only 
way to control the radical faction of 
society, which itself finds no ‘le- 
gitimate’ means of expression,” 
having been let down bodi by the 
MCM and by the PQ, he said. 

“The MCM was supposedly 
elected on a mandate to protect 
renters, but instead we have repres- 
sive and retrogressive actions," he 
said. 

According to Odette, "it goes 
beyond the riot squads themselves. 
With the rise of popular demonstra- 
tions and social struggle, there 
develops a police paranoia and a 
climate of tension." 

"What’s worse, the city of 
Montréal docs nothing. It doesn't 
makcscnsc.ThcMCMrcintroduccd 
parts of Drapeau’s anti-demonstra- 
tion laws. The stronger the move- 
ment, the slonger the repression,” 
she said. 



Media manipulates minds

One of the lingering crimes of 
the Reagan era is media manipula- 
tion, according to The World Is 
Watching, a Canadian film about 
US reporting on Nicaragua. 

On Feb 23, the Rialto screened 
die 1988 documentary at a benefit 
for the Centre for Investigative 
Journalism (CU). The film focuses 
on ABC News coverage of Central 
American peace negotiations in 
November 1987 in Nicaragua. 

The narrator, Canadian journal- 
ist Elizabeth Gray, says journalists 
and editors mold the news. "Jour- 
nalists are part of a system that does 
not let them tell the news the way 
they see it.” 

The film opens with a quote 
from CBS News president, Richard 
Salant: “Our reporters do not cover 
news from their point of view, they 
cover it from nobody's point of 
view." But according to Gray, such 
an objective stance is impossible. 

“Ronald Reagan knows the 
media plays a role in shaping our 
view of Nicaragua,” she says. 

In the film, Reagan openly advo- 
cates biased journalism, as he ex- 
horts an assembly of reporters to 
enlist in the fight for democracy to 
prevent the Sandinistas from “ex- 
porting the revolution. 

“Train all your investigative 
abiliticson the government of Nica- 
ragua... with the troops you will 
help set a country free,” Reagan 
says, calling the war a "threat to 
(US) national security.” 

Rye Ryan of the Boston Globe 
counters that US national security 
is not in jeopardy because the war 
“means living and dying. This is not 



a matter of national security. It’s a 
small country" and not Reagan’s 
“America’s backyard." 

During the peace negotiations, 
US journalists focused on Nicara- 
gua because it is an “unfriendly" 
government and ignored the 
“friendly” governments of Central 
America, according to Gray, be- 
cause they did not fit into the 
American political agenda. 

According to Gray, television is 
the most busted source of news. So, 
anchorpcrsons like Peter Jennings 
wield enormous influence over 
management. 

One photographer in the film 
claims photojournalism is exempt 
from the editing distortions of print 
journalism and television footage. 
Yet he admits photographers must 
please the magazine in subject- 
matter, by taking shots of anti- 
Sandinista demonstrations for ex- 
ample. 

Pictures of confrontation sup- 
plant peace material. “Peace bar- 
gaining goes largely unreported," 
says Gray. Ortega’s speech on 
November 5 was surprisingly con- 
ciliatory, but it came after the seven 
o’clock news, so news teams were 
forced to predict what he would say 
and underestimated him. 

American journalists have to 
abide by two assumptions, says 
Gray. First, since there are no 
American deaths, there will be less 
attention focused on the war. Sec- 
ond, journalists will often be “party 
to the deception" of the US govern- 
ment, as evidenced in the Iran- 
Contra scandal. 

Montréal journalists discuss film 

The CU introduced dtc docu- 



mentary as "a political film about 
the distortions in the media as jour- 
nalists criticize their profession from 
the inside." After the film some 
Montréal journalists continued the 
debate. 

“The comportment of die Ameri- 
can press during the Reagan period 
reflects the docility that lets Wash- 
ington hold such power," said La 
Presse reporter Jonnic Khan. ‘The 
American press plays the role in 
Central America that the Reagan 
Administration demanded they 
play.” 

“Much of the film is (about) the 
very reason you don’t see Ameri- 
can news reports on the Journal ,” 
said The Journal ’s executive pro- 
ducer David Bassey. He referred to 
an ABC News reporter who put 
“words in the mouth of people in the 
field” in the film. 

He then excused the ABC crew 
by saying they were under technical 
restraints. "Everybody docs (this) 
all the time. What’s so scandalous 
about that?” 

Bassey called Harold Brooks, 
co-producer and co-author of the 
film, “a crusader” and “a liar ’’ and 
claimed the film was as guilty of 
"distortion” as television news. 

Brooks said the film shows “the 
amazing amount of energy wasted 
on arguing between correspondents 
and their own news teams” but that 
“the tremendously stressful experi- 
ence of being a correspondent in 
Central America is the central fo- 
cus. 

"We weren’t preoccupied with 
speed but with the individual wit- 
ness versus the manufactured prod- 
uct, sim i lar to Kraft cheese ,” B rooks 
said.

Is freedom of expression an absolute right as Salmon Rushdie staled in 
a letter to Indian Prime Minister Rajiv Ghandi protesting the ban on his 
book? Or should it be restricted through laws against blasphemy, pornog- 
raphy, libel, and hate literature as Indian Member of Parliament, Syed 
Shahabudin argued in his rejoinder to Rushdie? . '7/ ' • 

Many pressing questions arise with the call of the Ayatollah Khomeini ' 
to kill Rushdie and those connected with the book’s publication, and the 
offers of millions and eternal paradise for those who succeed. 

Arc Muslims so intolerant that they will kill anyone opposed to their 
views? Is such intolerance sanctioned by Islam? Arc killers guaranteed a 
place in heaven by a religious leader? Finally, is the West so steeped in 
bigotry and racism that it will jump at the chance to revile Muslims and 
Islam instead of trying to understand their situation? When Muslims 
initially protested Rushdie’s publication, they neither threatened nor 
burned his book. 

Rushdie, with the supportof the British media, has denounced hiscritics 
as intolerant fanatics. Rushdie claims that Muslims cannot tolerate the 
book because it beats the Prophet Muhammed as a ‘‘human being, subject 
to frailty.” He then asserts that the book docs not deal with the prophet but 
with a fictitious character called Mahound, who may or may not be 
Muhammed. (Mahound has been used as a derogatory term to refer to the 
prophet, since before the Crusades.)

These explanations are both contradictory and wrong. In numerous 
other books in the West, the prophet has been judged more harshly than in 
Rushdie’s book, and this provoked no similar large scale reaction. 

To Rushdie’s first point; Muslims regard Muhammed as a human being 
and a prophet. In his own lifetime, Muslims on occasion disagreed with 
him and said so. The prophet encouraged such dissent, saying that only the 
word of God should be obeyed unqucsrioningly. 

But, as he himself was human, he solicited advice and criticism.^ 

As to Rushdie’s second point, the Satanic Verses is thinly disguised as 
a piece of fiction. It clearly refers to Muhammed, his city, his companions, 
his family, oilier prophets of God, and the Koran, though this is done in a 
dream sequence. It distorts historical events, and maligns, the prophet, his 
wives and other prophets as well. For example, the Prophet Abraham is 
referred to as ‘‘the bastard.”'^ / 

The current reaction of some Muslims to this book is contrary to what 
die prophet taught and practised. 

Throughout his lifetime, die prophet was insulted and ridiculed by 
nonbelievers, he was physically assaulted and attempts were made on his 
life. His followers were starved and persecuted by the pagan tribes. His 
response to these was to pray to God not for dicir punishment but to guide 
them to die right path. 

When the prophet was attacked after his migradon from Mecca to 
Medina lie fought in self-defense, eventually defeating his opponents. But 
he forgave all those who fought and tortured lie and his followers. 

The book itself has been used by politicians in some Muslim countries 
to rile the emotions ofillitcralc masses to achieve their polidcal objectives. 
The riots in Pakistan, led by Kauser Niazi, were decidedly and-Amcrican. 
Niazi, an outcast in Pakistani polidcs, Is known for his pro-Soviet views. 

Ayatollah Khomcini’sordcrtokillRushdic is another matter. Khomeini 
has attempted to make himself an intermediary with God, for his particular 
followers. In traditional Islam, it is every person’s duly to build themselves 
spiritually, and the concept of a priest class or divine right docs not exist. 
A1 Azher University scholars say categorically that Islam docs not call for 
any such punishment, that any killing of a human being (except for murder) 
is a heinous sin in Islam. 

As for the promise to the would-be asassins of paradise, Islam clearly 
teaches that it is God who will judge people. No religious leader today, or 
of the past, can be sure of his own going to paradise, let alone his 
guaranteeing it to others. 

Perhaps the biggest tragedy of the whole affair is that some of the 
followers of Islam have brought more harm to it than Rushdie’s book.

Inuit 
and nadvc peoples arc nations unto 
themselves. They deserve ddc to 
use their land in any manner dial 
they see fit. NVc believe that every 
human has the right to choose his or 
her own diet It is META’s prin- 
ciple aim to raise awareness and 
cridcal discussion of cxlrcmcabuscs 
such as: 

the light caging of food animals 
in prison-like factories. (A pracdsc 
now banned in Sweden). 

The restraint and isolation or 
individual animals forqucsdonablc 
experiments. 

The use of the Icgliold trap, wh ic h 
was invented by die “white man" 
and is now banned in 65 countries. 

Vegetarianism is a personal 
choice, and is often practised as a 
boycott of die outrageous condi- 
dons on intensive farms. One need 
not to be a pcrfccdonist; any rcduc- 
Uon in the use of animal products 
helps. 

In terms of lessening environ- 
mental damage, the vegetarian diet 
is the best choice. Meal production 
takes anywhere from 3 to 16 limes 
more land (depending on the spe- 
cies) than the Land required to pro- 
duce an equivalent food valve of 
plant matter. Natural forest and 
prairie ecosystems have to be con- 
tinually eradicated to support North 
America’s heavily meat-based diet. 
The rain forests arc also being de- 
pleted for the same and similar rea- 
sons. We are committing ecocide 
and there will have top be a pro- 
found change in the industrialized 
socicdcs if we arc to avert disastor. 

Forcing people to change their 
habits does not lead to meaningful 
change. If thetre is to be a struggle 
for a more humane and environ- 
mentally sound diet, it will be a 
struggle within ourselves.

Shalinsky: If my “four-point 
plan" goes to work, this procedure 
won’t be necessary. Students will 
know who theirreps arc, and will be 
able to talk directly with them. Right 
now such a change would be 
necessary — because students don’t 
have access to their reps.
